Kingflon, Aug. 4. 1781. 

About eight o’clock on Wednefday evening the sft init. a 
hard gale of wind came-on from the fouthward, bur foon after 
yeered to different points of the compafs; before nine it en- 
treafed to a perfeét hurricane, and continued to rage till near 
deve, greareft part of the time blowing from the fouth-calt, 
accompanied by a heavy and inceflant rain; nor did the ftorm 
ther fublide till about two in the morning. Seventy- 
three fail of yeffels, including floops, fchooners, and fhallops, 
’ were on thore between Roffe!’s hulks and the wharf of John 
Vernon, 1.fq; and Co. and feveral others to the weftward of 
the town, but being mo‘tly light veflels, the greateft part of 


confiderable damage. ‘Phe water in the harbour is fuppofed to 
have rife between four and five feet perpendicular, the plank- 
ing of the wharfs in general being torn up, and many heavy ar- 
ticles that were upon them entirely carried away; of Meif.
